Left without help:

A former Christian missionary died 
after waiting more than an hour for 
paramedics to arrive because of a 
shortage of ambulances. 

The family of Nicolette Clarke 
made desperate phone calls to Lon¬ 
don Ambulance Service (LAS) as 
they watched the 49-year-old 
Worcester Park woman deteriorate 
until her heart stopped on Septem¬ 
ber 17 last year only to be told no am¬ 
bulances were available until it was 
too late. 

Miss Clarke’s family say they felt 
let down by the authorities and de¬ 
manded more was done to ensure it 
never happened again. 

At an inquest into her death ambu¬ 
lance boss Dr Fionna Moore blamed 
a national shortage of funding for 
paramedics for the failings in cover, 
while in the wake of the incident 
coroner Dr Shirley Radcliffe called 
on people to lobby their MPs for in¬ 
creased funding for the service. 

Miss Clarke lived with her mum 
Joyce and sister Debby in St Philips 
Avenue and suffered from diabetes 
that caused a kidney infection in Au¬ 
gust last year. 

She was released from hospital but 
complained of nausea and a lack of 
appetite. 

Her sister found Miss Clarke in bed 
at 11.45pm on September 16. She told 
the inquest, held at Westminster 
Coroner’s Court on Friday, she 
looked “pale and grey” and said she 
was not feeling well. She gave her 
two doses of insulin but her condi¬ 
tion did not improve so, at midnight, 
her mum dialled 999. 

Miss Clarke was put in the Cl cate¬ 
gory, that LAS aims to attend within 
20 minutes, although this standard is 
only achieved in about 65 per cent of 
cases. 

Miss Clarke’s mum called 999 after 
30 minutes to find out where the am¬ 
bulance was only to be told one had 
not been dispatched because of high 
demand. Miss Clarke’s case was not

reclassified after the second call as 
her condition had not changed. 

However, by midnight Miss Clarke 
had lost consciousness so a third 999 
call was made, but she was still not 
reclassified. 

It was not until 1.19am that a 
paramedic arrived at the scene - by 
which time Miss Clarke’s heart had 
stopped. She was taken to hospital 
but died on September 28 because of 
damage her brain sustained while 
her heart was not beating. 

Dr Fionna Moore, medical director 
at LAS, said: “It has become appar¬ 
ent that we give a poorer response 
time in the past 12 months - our staff 
are exceptionally highly utilised. 

“It means there are always calls 
waiting for ambulances. Four years 
ago we thought we were busy if we 
had 900 category A [the most criti¬ 
cal] calls in a day. This weekend we 
had 1,400 on each day. There is a na¬ 
tional shortage of paramedics.” 

The inquest heard if the ambu¬ 
lance had met its target time, Miss 
Clarke would have arrived at hospi¬ 
tal as her heart stopped. Although 
there is no data for survival rates fol¬ 
lowing cardiac arrests in ambu¬ 
lances, it is accepted that survival 
rates are increased among those 
whose hearts stop in hospital. 

Coroner Dr Shirley Radcliffe said: 
“Even if the ambulance had come 
earlier there is no way we can say 
she would have had a different out¬ 
come. Yes, she would have had more 
specialist help on hand but the sur¬ 
vival rates following cardiac arrest 
are still poor.” 

She recorded a narrative verdict 
referencing ambulance delays and 
Miss Clarke’s health problems and 
said it was not for her to investigate 
the state of the ambulance service 
but suggested people contact their 
MPs to call for increased funding.

A cash-strapped charity has 
taken the decision to accept al¬ 
most £300,000 of National Lot¬ 
tery funding to expand its 
services and help more people 

The Sunnybank Trust 
thought hard before last week 
accepting the £288,000 offered 
by the lottery to support 
another 150 people with learn¬ 
ing disabilities, on top of the 
250 it already helps. 

In the spring, the Epsom 
Guardian launched an appeal 
for the charity, based in St 
Barnabas Church, in Temple 
Road, Epsom, to raise £75,000 
to allow it to continue running 
its weekly social club Kites, a 
friendship programme and 
independent advocacy service. 

The appeal is vital to fill a 
hole in running and staffing 
costs caused by a collapse in 
support from charitable trusts. 

So far, the Shine On appeal 
has raised £12,720 through 
leaflet drops, a 100-lap cycle 
challenge, the auctioning of a 
Chagall lithograph, which was 
donated to the trust, and 
donors who have posted 
anonymous cheques after 
reading of its difficulties. 

The offer of money from the 
Big Lottery’s Reaching 
Communities Programme, 
cannot be used for this core 


funding as it is earmarked to 
support 150 more people over 
the next five years, and is con¬ 
ditional on the charity raising 
£106,000 from elsewhere. 

Chris Snell, who put the bid 
together for the charity, said 
the lottery rang to tell him it 
“loved” what the Sunnybank 
Trust wanted to do, but it had 
not been an easy decision to 
accept, given the ongoing 
challenge the charity faces. 

However, the committee was 
determined to seize the oppor¬ 
tunity to help more of the 
estimated 2,046 people in 
Epsom and Ewell with 


learning disabilities. 

Mr Snell said: “The lottery 
funding is conditional on us 
raising the match funding, so 
it’s vital we do. What that 
means is for every one pound 
you give, Sunnybank will get 
four.” 

The charity’s founder, Tom 
Rhind-Tutt, 86, said: “The trust 
is greatly honoured to have 
been chosen by the Big Lottery 
to receive this substantial 
grant and it is a huge vote of 
confidence in it. But it does not 
put an end to our concerns 
about the current financial 
situation of the charity. 


“We are immensely grateful 
to everyone for what they have 
done so far to help us in our ef¬ 
forts to care for others and we 
now hope those who have sup¬ 
ported us so handsomely will 
understand the huge impor¬ 
tance of their support.” 

The charity was the brain¬ 
child of dyslexia-sufferer Mr 
Rhind-Tutt, who started it in 
the living room of his home in 
Sunnybank, on the Woodcote 
Estate, in Epsom, to provide a 
replacement offering for those 
with learning disabilities who 
had been cared for by the 
Epsom Cluster of mental hos¬ 
pitals, which were disbanded 
in the 1970s and 1980s. 

Dorothy Watson, leader of 
the Kites club, said: “If people 
hear this great news they may 
think we do not need any more 
funding through the Shine On 
appeal, but we do. 

“That is why the charity’s 
users, volunteers and support¬ 
ers will be spending 17 days in 
the Ashley Centre gift- 
wrapping over Christmas.” 

MP Chris Grayling, who 
picked the Sunnybank Trust as 
his charity of the year, said: “It 
is great to hear the trust has- 
been awarded a Big Lottery’s 
Reaching Communities grant.”

Following the hearing, Miss 
Clarke’s sister Debby said: “I 
feel let down. We’re not out 
here for compensation or any¬ 
thing like that, we just want 


things to change but it doesn’t 
feel like that’s going to happen. 
Everyone just seems to have 
accepted what happened.” 

She questioned why ambu¬ 
lance arrival targets were only 
“aspirational” and questioned 


what more would be done as a 
result of the death. 

She added: “Nicky was a per¬ 
son who would do anything for 
anyone. She was mischievous, 
had a wonderful sense of hu¬ 
mour, was very caring, loving, 


creative and artistic. When she 
needed help, after helping oth¬ 
ers so selflessly, it just seemed 
that no one was available to 
help her in her time of need. 

“We were always extremely 
close. She was not just my 


sister, but my very best friend. 
As a family, the three of us 
have gone through some very 
hard times, but we stuck to¬ 
gether and helped each other 
through them all. We feel 
incomplete without her.” 


Paramedic shortage sparks concern over planned hospital cuts 


The current shortage of am¬ 
bulances and paramedics 
highlighted by this tragedy 
has set alarm bells ringing 
for health campaigners 
battling to prevent the clo¬ 
sure of Epsom Hospital’s ac¬ 


cident and emergency and 
maternity departments. 

If the departments close, as 
the Better Services Better 
Value (BSBV) review team is 
suggesting, there will be 
greater demand on the ambu¬ 


lance services as patients will 
need transporting to hospi¬ 
tals such as Kingston and St 
George’s in Tooting. 

Health campaigner Jane 
Race said: “This tragedy 
shows more investment in 


the ambulance service is 
needed. Under BSBV propos¬ 
als, ambulances will be trav¬ 
elling into further parts of 
Surrey and South London 
with much heavier traffic. 

“Without increasing the 


number of ambulances, 
longer journey times will 
lead to patients waiting even 
longer. If BSBV proposals are 
adopted for Surrey, this type 
of tragedy will be more 
frequent and will cost lives.” 


Fresh plan 
for store 
approved 

Revamped plans for an 
Aldi store to be built in 
Ewell have been approved 
by councillors. 

The German budget 
chain submitted a revised 
planning application at 
the end of July for an 
840sq m store in Kingston 
Road, Ewell, with eight 
flats and 62-space car 
park. 

At a meeting of Epsom 
Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee last Thursday 
councillors approved the 
application, after plan¬ 
ning officers said it would 
improve the vitality of the 
town centre. 

The only change made 
was to ensure that no ser¬ 
vice vehicles would arrive 
or depart from the shop 
outside the hours of 7am 
to 9pm on Monday to 
Saturday, and 9am to 5pm 
on Sundays. 

Rob Scadding, associate 
at Aldi’s planning consul¬ 
tant Planning Potential, 
insisted the new store 
would have a “positive 
impact” on the smaller, 
independent retailers in 
Ewell Village as it would 
increase footfall on 
Kingston Road and Ruxley 
Lane for the existing 
businesses. 

He added: “The car park 
will also be a shared one - 
it will be Aldi’s car park 
but people will also be 
able to use it to visit other 
businesses in Ewell. 

“The development is a 
significant investment 
from Aldi which will lead 
to 30 new jobs.” 

Mr Scadding said that 
Aldi would like to 
“progress with develop¬ 
ment early next year” and 
that the store should be 
completed by the end of 
2014.

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Fire officers 
strike again 


Lights fail on ‘fixed’

Sex attack 
on women 


Firefighters who walk out 
in another fire strike 
planned for Saturday will 
not be banned from work¬ 
ing their entire shift. 

Members of the Fire 
Brigades Union (FBU) are 
due to strike, between 
6.30pm and 11.30pm, dur¬ 
ing their night shift which 
lasts from 6pm to 9am. 

A spokeswoman for Sur¬ 
rey County Council (SCC) 
said that private company 
Specialist Group Interna¬ 
tional (SGI) will provide 
trained crews to make up 
numbers. 

When firefighters walked 
out across the county last 
month, over changes to 
pensions, they were 
banned from working the 
whole shift by SCC - the 
only authority in the coun¬ 
try that took this stance. 

But the council has now 
done a u-turn. 

A spokesman said: “It 
will be expected that they 
will work normally for the 
rest of the shift.” 


False alarm 

Police have called off an inves¬ 
tigation into a report two men, 
one of them armed, attempted 
to kidnap a schoolgirl. 

Detectives from East Surrey 
CID and officers from the 
Epsom and Ewell safer neigh¬ 
bourhood team were investi¬ 
gating after the claim the girl 
had been approached by two 
men in a 4x4 car as she cycled 
along Dorking Road, Epsom, 
on her way to school last Fri¬ 
day morning. 

It was alleged they tried to 
get her into the car and when 
she cycled off they ran after 
her for a mile. 

Surrey Police released a 
statement that said: “A thor¬ 
ough investigation was carried 
out by detectives and local offi¬ 
cers and it was established that 
no criminal offence had taken 
place.” 


A man driving on the A3 at 
night was horrified when all 
the lights in his luxury car cut 
out because a fault had not 
been fixed by his garage. 

Pamela Rose, 52, believes her 
son Kaleb, 20, could have died 
after the headlights, indica¬ 
tors, speedometer and dash¬ 
board all blacked-out in his 
Mercedes Benz Estate on Octo¬ 
ber 3. 

Ms Rose, of Westway, in 
Raynes Park, slammed Epsom 
Mercedez Benz dealership, in 
Kiln Lane, Epsom, for failing to 
repair it properly after the car 
started to malfunction on 
September 13. 

She said she was told that the 
car needed a new ignition lock 
and key, but it was later

returned without a new key, 
with the garage saying it was 
no longer necessary. 

Ms Rose said that the day 
after, the car’s electrics cut out 
intermittently and it was again 
taken to the Epsom dealership, 
where she was told she would 
receive a new key. 

But it was again returned 
without one. Two days later, as 
her son was driving on the A3 
at 10.30pm, the lights went out 
entirely. 

She said: “He was OK, but he 
might not have been. You can’t 
pull up on the hard shoulder if 
you have no lights. 

“He had to keep going, but

people drive much faster than 
70mph on the road. 

“They did not do the works 
that are necessary and gave 
him back a dangerous car, but 
they are in a position of 
responsibility over other 


people’s lives.” 

A spokeswoman for Mer¬ 
cedez Benz said that the car 
was originally brought to the 
dealership for an “intermittent 
non-start issue” and faulty ig¬ 
nition switch in September, but 
this had changed to the issue 
with the electrics by October. 

In a letter to Ms Rose, the 
company said: “We have noted 
your comments as to the poten¬ 
tial events that could have been 
caused by this further failure 
and we understand some addi¬ 
tional repairs have been of¬ 
fered as a gesture of goodwill. 

“We understand you remain 
dissatisfied with the handling 
of this matter but we are un¬ 
able to provide you with any al¬ 
ternative response.” 


Skate parks get revamp 


Bikers and skateboarders can 
soon take on new quarter pipes 
and ramps at two skate parks 
in Epsom. 

Wheelscape has started 
building new BMX and skate 
facilities in Cox Lane and is re¬ 
vamping the skatepark in Long 
Grove Park. The BMX and 
skateparks are expected to be 
finished in a few weeks. 

Long Grove Park’s makeover 
was made possible by £73,000 of 
Olympic legacy National 
Lottery funding from 
Sport England’s Inspired 


Facilities programme. 

In February, Councillor Jan 
Mason, leisure committee 
chairman at Epsom Council, 
said: “We are delighted to have 
secured this investment, which 
means we can upgrade the 
quality of our BMX and skate 
facility in Long Grove Park to 
ensure it continues to meet the 
high demand from BMX and 
skating enthusiasts.” 

Surrey County Council com¬ 
munity improvement fund and 
Epsom Council have funded 
the Cox Lane facilities. 



A man who admitted sexual¬ 
ly assaulting a woman in a 
nightclub queue has been 
placed on the sex offenders 
register for five years. 

Mihaulas-Codrut Lacatus, 
28, from East Ham, who 
used to work in Epsom, ap¬ 
peared at South East Surrey 
Magistrates’ Court in April, 
charged with two counts of 
sexual assault on two 
women at Elements night¬ 
club in Epsom town centre. 

He was alleged to have 
touched the women, who 
were talking, but did not 
know each other, on Satur¬ 
day, March 9, while they 
were waiting in a queue to 
collect their coats. 

He pleaded not guilty to 
both offences. Lacatus later 
changed his plea to guilty to 
one offence, while the sec¬ 
ond was withdrawn. 

On Monday, October 1, he 
was handed a 12-month 
community order and 
placed under supervision 
for a year. 

As well as being put on the 
register, Lacatus is also re¬ 
quired to attend a pro¬ 
gramme to redress his 
sexual offending. He was or¬ 
dered to pay his victim £100 
in compensation, a £60 Gov¬ 
ernment surcharge and 
£300 in costs to the Crown 
Prosecution Service.

A drug factory containing 200 
cannabis plants was raided by 
police last week. 

Acting on local intelligence, 
police officers attended a flat 
in Ewell High Street at 11am 
on Thursday where the plants 
were found inside. 

Light and ventilation sys¬ 
tems were in place in the 
three rooms where the plants 
were being grown. 

An investigation also identi¬ 
fied another property being 
used as a cannabis factory 
with more than 400 plants in 
Purley, Croydon. 

In 2009, two cannabis facto¬ 
ry were discovered in Ewell, 
one in Riverholme Drive and 
the other in Ewhurst Close 
where the drug farmers had 
caused £30,000 damage to the 
property. 

Epsom’s neighbourhood in¬ 
spector Craig Knight said: 
“Cultivation of cannabis is a 
criminal offence and the sup¬ 
ply of cannabis is an issue 
that we treat very seriously - 
any offenders will be robustly 
dealt with by Surrey Police. 

“This investigation has led 
to a significant discovery of 


cannabis plants, which will 
disrupt the supply of this ille¬ 
gal drug in our neighbour¬ 
hoods and wider afield. 

“Many of our drug warrants 
take place at rental properties 


and in some cases, thousands 
of pounds worth of damage is 
caused due to the installation 
of equipment used to cultivate 
and store drugs.

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Bitten man calls for 
a dog walking limit

A nature lover has called on the 
council to crack down on profes¬ 
sional dog walkers after he was 
attacked by one of a pack of ca¬ 
nines in a popular park. 

Denis Fenton, 73, was leading a 
group of walkers in Nonsuch 
Park when he was confronted 
with two professional dog walk¬ 
ers, who were in charge of 20 
dogs between them, including a 
doberman and alsatians, last 
week. 

The doberman broke away from 
the rest of the group and attacked 
Mr Fenton, biting him on his 
hand. The dog walkers did not 
apologise and even suggested the 
incident was the walkers’ fault. 

Guided walk leader Mr Fenton, 
of Park Avenue East in 
Stoneleigh, is calling on Sutton 
Council to limit the numbers of 
dogs people are allowed to walk 
at any one time. 

He said: “There were two people 
with about 20 dogs between them. 
They were running all over the 
place. 

“I made a point of not looking at 
them, but this dog just came up 
and jumped at me and bit me on 
the hand. 

“I pulled my hand away and, 
fortunately, there was only a 
slight mark.

“The dog walkers were uncon¬ 
cerned. I told one of the women 
to keep the dogs under control 
and she just shouted ‘Keep your 
walkers under control’ back. 
We’re not a rowdy group. 

“What I’m concerned about is 
that these dogs were just running 
around loose. These were profes¬ 
sional dog walkers but they were 
not in control. 


“There should be a limit on the 
number of dogs they can have. 

“This dog was a doberman. If I 
had been a child it could have 
been very dangerous. They 
weren’t little dogs.” 

Other areas in south London 
have bylaws that restrict the 
number of dogs people can walk 
at once. 

In Merton and Wandsworth, the 
limit is four for most parks. 

Sutton Council has no rules on 
the number of dogs individuals, 
professional or otherwise, can 
walk at a time. 

Councillor Jill Whitehead, 
chairwoman of the environment 
and neighbourhood committee, 
said: “We are proud of our green 
and open spaces in Sutton and 
welcome the fact they are en¬ 
joyed by people from all walks of 
life. 

“As a public space, we ask peo¬ 
ple to respect other park users 
and this includes those walking 
dogs. 

“We have rules in place that say 
dogs must be kept on the lead 
around areas such as children’s 
playgrounds for safety reasons. 

“However, we do ask that all 
dog owners and walkers main¬ 
tain control of their animals 
across the whole park - and in¬ 
deed the borough - and advise 
them to keep them on the lead 
wherever possible.”

Trust apology after ‘never event’ 


An object was accident¬ 
ly left inside a woman’s 
body after an operation 
in a maternity unit at 
Epsom and St Helier 
Trust, it has emerged. 

The trust would not 
reveal at which hospi¬ 
tal the serious incident 
occurred or what the 
object was - despite 
doing so when officially 
reporting the never 
event to the Sutton 
clinical commissioning 
group. 

A never event is an in¬ 
cident so serious it 
should never happen. 


It is understood the 
never event occurred 
under local anaesthetic 
in one of the maternity 
departments in May 
this year. 

The patient was in¬ 
formed and received an 
apology. 

After an initial re¬ 
view, a serious incident 
investigation was 
launched that identi¬ 
fied a failure of staff to 
follow trust policy. 

Following this, the 
chief executive, 

Matthew Hopkins, apol¬ 
ogised to the patient for 


the failure. 

A spokesman for 
Epsom and St Helier 
Trust said: “It’s impor¬ 
tant to note that inci¬ 
dents such as these are 
rare. 

“In the past financial 
year, we treated more 
than 800,000 patients 
and reported one never 
event. 

“While we recognise 
that this is a very small 
proportion of the total 
patients treated, we 
will not hesitate to act 
upon and learn from 
these incidents.”

Nurse struck off for 
snoozing on the job 


A senior nurse who was 
caught snoozing on a night 
shift and had pre-signed 
records saying she had ad¬ 
ministered medication to 
vulnerable patients has been 
struck off. 

Maria Holker, who worked 
at Winscombe Nursing 
Home, in Furze Hill, 
Kingswood, from September 
2009 to April 2011, was given 
a striking-off order and sus¬ 
pended for 18 months at a 
hearing of the nursing and 
midwifery council’s conduct 
and competence committee 
last week. 

She admitted sleeping on 
the night shift on February 
28, 2011, as well as failing to 
supervise her staff and dis¬ 
honestly signing residents’ 
medication administration 
records, saying that she had 
administered their 6am med¬ 
ication when she had not. 

Ms Holker, who was an ex¬ 
perienced nurse registered to 
work with adults, children, 
people with mental health

issues and as a midwife, ad¬ 
mitted all three charges. 

The lead nurse resigned 
from the 30-bed nursing 
home, part of Bupa care ser¬ 
vices, that provides care to 
older people who are vulner¬ 
able, some of whom suffer 
from dementia, after the inci¬ 
dent, but was also dismissed 
shortly afterwards following 
a disciplinary hearing at the 
care home. 

On the night shift in ques¬ 
tion, the home’s manager 
carried out an annual unan¬ 
nounced visit to the home at 
night. 

The report stated: “They 
could see that Ms Holker was 
asleep on a chair with a blan¬ 
ket covering her legs. Ms 
Holker’s eyes were closed.” 

The inspectors checked the 
medication administration 
records of the residents and 
“discovered that they had 
been pre-signed by Ms 


Holker before the 6am morn¬ 
ing medications had been 
administered”. 

Ms Holker said she fell 
asleep because “she had not 
been feeling well, having 
gone home earlier the previ¬ 
ous day” and that she had 
pre-signed the medication 
records “as a way to keep her 
awake during the night 
shift”. 

The committee found that 
Ms Holker’s actions amount¬ 
ed to misconduct. 

The report stated: “Ms 
Holker had put patients at 
unwarranted risk of harm 
and had breached fundamen¬ 
tal tenets of the profession. 

“This panel received no evi¬ 
dence that Ms Holker has de¬ 
veloped sufficient insight or 
expressed remorse for her 
actions and omissions. 

“The panel was also of the 
view that Ms Holker’s failure 
involved dishonesty in her 
clinical practice, which goes 
straight to the heart of the 
nursing profession.”

Epsom’s new business devel¬ 
opment manager (BDM) - 
who drew up a national 
framework for town centres 
that is being used across the 
country - said people work¬ 
ing together can bring about 
the change they want to see in 
“our Epsom”. 

In his first interview with 
the Epsom Guardian Adam 
Worley, who was appointed as 
the town’s BDM in August, 
talked about his background 
and what he hopes to achieve 
in the town centre. 

The 27-year-old, who is relo¬ 
cating to Epsom for the role 
from Bournemouth, believes 
his previous experience will 
help him implement changes 
in the historic market town 
that people “genuinely care 
about and want to succeed”. 

He worked at John Lewis, 
for 10 years until he was 26, 
completed a marketing and 
business management degree 
at Gloucestershire University, 
worked for a financial ser¬ 
vices company in sales, for an 
online fashion retailer start¬ 
up, and then an economic 


development company. 

During his time at the 
latter, he worked as a project 
manager on a project that was 
commissioned by the Govern¬ 
ment, conducted by the Asso¬ 
ciation of Town Centre 
Management and acclaimed 
practitioner and academic 
Andres Coco-Stefaniak, to 
provide a national framework 
for town centres. 

Mr Worley said that having 
a job where he can “see the 
change that takes place” has 
always been important to 
him. 

He said: “Town centres are 


more than just retail. They 
are at the heart of the area 
and at the core of everyone. 

”It’s about bringing together 
all of the town’s businesses 
and organisations in partner¬ 
ship and looking at the town 
as whole, and holding people 
to account - not just the coun¬ 
cil and the residents, but also 
the businesses in the area.

He believes that Epsom has 
“weathered the recession 
very well” and that its physi¬ 
cal structure explains why 
people feel it is a “town of two 
halves”. 

He said: “We need to encour¬ 
age people to flow down so 
shoppers know of the offer in 
the other part of the high 
street.” 

On the controversial issue of 
car parking, he said the coun¬ 
cil generally “got it right”. 

Mr Worley said the council 
would be conducting a survey 
of businesses, residents, 
workers and visitors to the 
town to develop an idea of 
Epsom’s identity. 

He said: “The most positive 
thing is people genuinely care 
about Epsom and want to see 
it succeed. People are right¬ 
fully challenging on Epsom. 

“It’s the community’s town. 
It’s our Epsom.”

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Campaign in chains 
for bear awareness

A woman is spending five days in 
chains this month to highlight the 
plight of thousands of black bears 
kept in cages in barbaric 
conditions. 

Katie Warren, 23, of Overdale, 
in Ashtead, will spend two week¬ 
ends and a weekday with her 
wrists and ankles shackled with 
15 pounds of 2m-length of steel 
chain “to demonstrate a small 
fraction of the discomfort some of 
Asia’s animals are subjected to”. 

The University of Brighton stu¬ 
dent aims to use the shackles, 
which were supplied by her 
cousin, a farmer, and are de¬ 
signed for pulling tractors, to cre¬ 
ate a “wild demonstration”, 
which will include taking to the 
streets of London and Surrey car¬ 
rying placards with friends who 
also support the cause. 

Miss Warren said she wants to 
educate people about the “horri¬ 
ble” conditions faced by animals 
through cat and dog farming, 
Asian zoos and safari parks 
where animals are made to per¬ 
form, and, most importantly to 
her, the lives of the estimated 
12,000 Asian black bears held in 
captivity in China and Vietnam. 

She said her “world view was 


changed” a year ago while study¬ 
ing psychology, when an internet 
search on suicide threw up infor¬ 
mation about “animals running 
into walls and committing suicide 
because they have such miserable 
lives”. 

She said: “Ever since then it’s 
changed my outlook on the world. 
It makes me very uncomfortable. 

“Black bears, or ‘moon bears’, 
are still being kept in barbaric 
bile farms across China and 
Vietnam. 


“They are kept in tiny cages and 
milked daily of their bile for use 
in traditional Asian medicine. 

“They spend their three-year 
life span in cages. 

“They are deliberately deprived 
of all but essential food and drink 
as thirsty bears produce more 
bile. When their productivity 
falls, many are left to die of 
dehydration. 

“I wanted to do something visu¬ 
al to raise awareness and create a 
bit of a hullabaloo.”

Lost medical records 
'fundamental failure’

A hospital lost a filing cabinet 
containing vulnerable patients’ 
confidential details in a major 
security breach, it has emerged. 

Documents, containing data on 
63 patients - who could be from 
anywhere in south-west London - 
disappeared from Sutton Hospital 
last year prompting an investiga¬ 
tion by Government inspectors. 

Privacy campaigners have 
called the loss by Epsom and St 
Helier Trust a “fundamental fail¬ 
ure” to protect patients’ privacy. 

The incident was one of 243 in 
2012-13 relating to information se¬ 
curity involving the trust such as 
data protection and confidentiali¬ 
ty - nine of which were recorded 
as “serious”. 

Details of the high-level breach 
only emerged in a hospital report 
published last month. 

The trust wrote to each patient 
affected, who were being treated 
for chronic fatigue (also known 
as ME), and set up a dedicated 
phone line to deal with any of 
their concerns. 

The filing cabinet, which was 
held securely behind locked 
doors, went missing when the 
building was vacated by another 
organisation, understood to be 
South West London and St 
George’s Mental Health NHS 
Trust. 

The security failure was 
reported to the Information 
Commissioner’s Office (ICO) - an 
independent authority which 
regulates data protection. 

Emma Carr, deputy director of 
privacy campaign group Big 


Brother Watch, said: “This kind 
of fundamental failure to protect 
patients’ privacy is nothing short 
of astounding. 

“The fact that an entire filing 
cabinet, containing potentially 
confidential and sensitive patient 
data, was lost calls into question 
just how seriously Epsom and St 
Helier Hospital takes patient 
privacy.” 

The ICO carried out an audit 
including interviews with key 
members of staff this year and 
made a number of recommenda¬ 
tions to the trust. Despite having 
the power to issue fines of up to 
£500,000, the authority consid¬ 
ered the actions taken by the 
trust and decided not to act. It 
was the only breach that year 
reported to the organisation. 

The trust was in trouble with 
the ICO in 2009 after it left 
thousands of patient records in 
an unlocked boiler room for two 


years at Sutton Hospital. 

A spokesman for the 
Information Commissioner’s 
Office said it would keep a record 
of the incident and may revisit it 
again if similar issues come to its 
attention. 

A spokesman for the Epsom 
and St Helier Trust said: “It is 
important to note that the 
documents removed were not full 
patient records, but contained de¬ 
tails of patients who had attended 
a lifestyle management course 
with the service. 

“Since the incident took place 
we have taken a number of steps 
to help ensure that a similar 
event could not occur again. 

“This year, for example, we are 
making some significant im¬ 
provements to the way we man¬ 
age and track our 1.3m medical 
records, bringing the whole sys¬ 
tem up-to-date and making it 
much easier to use.”

Islamic centre consults

An Islamic group who want to cre¬ 
ate a centre for their community in 
a derelict pub were “pleasantly 
surprised” by the feedback at a 
consultation, despite police stand- 
ing-by for trouble. 

The police were ready on Satur¬ 
day for a rumoured protest at 2pm 
outside the Worcester Park Tavern 
in Worcester Park where the pub¬ 
lic consultation was being held. 

However, the protest never took 
place and the Ismaili community 
said the majority of people who 
turned up on Friday and Saturday 
wanted to engage with them. 

Shaheen Verjee, 34, a member of 
the Ismaili community in north 
London, said: “On the whole we 
were pleasantly surprised. 

“There were obviously a few peo¬ 
ple who came in having made up 
their mind and some people who 
quite clearly said ‘I don’t like Islam 
and I don’t want you here’, but that 
was very few. 

“The main concerns that came

up were about traffic and parking. 

“People were also keen to under¬ 
stand to what extent it will be 
available to the local community. 
We were very keen to say people 
are happy to come to our centre. 

“We are trying to make clear we 
are a very open community - we do 
believe in being inclusive.” 

Ms Verjee’s community centre in 


north London take part in mitzvah 
day, a day of social action, with the 
local synagogue and Catholic 
church. 

Her family moved over from 
Kenya in the 1960s and she was 
born, raised and educated here - 
which she said was common for 
the Ismaili community. 

One question many people asked 
was what was the difference be¬ 
tween a mosque and an Islamic 
community centre? 

Ms Verjee explained that rather 
than praying five times a day their 
centre will only have meditation 
once a day in the evening. 

The wealthy and moderate sect, 
which has just 15,000 members, 
look to the Aga Khan as their 
imam (spiritual leader) and have 
ministers who preside over medi¬ 
tation who can be male or female. 

The community handed out com¬ 
ment forms during the packed-out 
consultation events that need to be 
returned to them by October 21 so 
the group can consider the com¬ 
munity’s views before submitting 
a planning application.

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Teenage boy among 
spider bite casualties 



following a strong dose of 
penicillin and his condition has 
improved. 

Alexander Giordano, 39, of 
Broomloan Lane, Sutton, was bit¬ 
ten on his shoulder and wrist. 

His arm started hurting and his 
hand went numb and, as a child¬ 
hood leukaemia sufferer, his 
immune system is weak so he 
went to accident and emergency 
to be checked over and was put on 
a course of antihistamines, an¬ 
tibiotics and cream for the affect¬ 
ed areas. 

Spider experts claim the spi¬ 
ders only usually bite when 
threatened and if 
people are bitten 
they are best to treat 
the bites themselves to 
stop them from becoming 
infected. 

A spokesman for Epsom Coun¬ 
cil said it had been contacted 
several 
times 
in recent 
weeks about the 

spiders. 

He said: “Epsom and Ewell 
Council does not operate a pest 
control service for these spiders 
and if residents need such ser¬ 
vices, a number of reputable 
pest control businesses oper¬ 
ate in the borough.” 


Two people have been hospi¬ 
talised for spider bites after a 
spate of sightings of the toxic 
false widow spider. 

A man and a teenage boy in 
neighbouring Sutton have been 
taken to hospital after being bit¬ 
ten by the spiders earler this 
month. 

The false widow is Britain’s 
most venomous spider, capable of 
delivering a painful bite that usu¬ 
ally causes a burning sensation 
and swelling, but can lead to 
more severe symptoms including 
nausea and even a loss of 
consciousness 

William Fraser, 14, was bitten at 
his home in Benhill Road, 
Sutton by a spi¬ 
der that is 
believed to have 
got into his 
bedroom. 

He awoke the following 
day with a small bite mark on 
his forearm, but by the time he 
got home from school his condi¬ 
tion had worsened. 

Mum Sarah Fraser said: “The 
whole of his forearm had swollen 
from elbow to wrist. 

“We gave him an anti-histamine 
and paracetamol. The next day he 
seemed to get better, but on Sun¬ 
day he just got worse and worse. 

“He was feeling ill and he had to

“We took him up to St Helier 
and the doctors and nurses had¬ 
n’t even heard of false widows.

There are some practical things that you can do to be 
ready for the diverse range of winter weather that we 
experience. Sutton and East Surrey Water pic and the 
Met Office host dedicated web pages to helpful advice 
on how you can protect your home from the effects of 
cold weather. 

Avoiding frozen pipes is a main concern as this can lead 
to burst pipes in various parts of the home. Insulation is 
particularly important for all the pipework and tanks in 
the loft or garage and for any other pipe work that may 
be exposed to the cold temperatures. 

If you are going away during the winter months it 
is advisable to leave the heating on low and ask 
someone to pop in and check on your property. 

If the property will be unoccupied for long periods, 
it is worth turning off the stopcock and draining 
down the system, leaving less risk of damage from 
leaking pipes or tanks. 

It is important to be aware of the location of your internal 


stopcock or valve, most often situated under the kitchen 
sink. The water supply can usually be switched off by 
turning the stopcock in a clockwise direction. It is a good 
idea to check the operation of the stopcock or valve just 
to ensure that it is functioning normally. 

If you are faced with a problem, it is advisable to call 
in a fully qualified plumber to stabilise and repair 
the problem. Don’t forget to turn the taps off once

a repair has taken place and return your stopcocks 
and valves to their normal position. 

There are many steps you can take to protect your 
home against water damage and a household check is 
strongly recommended in preparation for the cold and 
wet weather to come. 


Dealing with a 
plumbing emergency 

Unfortunately plumbing emergencies such as burst 
and frozen pipes do happen. Call for a plumber as 
soon as possible and take the following steps to 
stabilise the problem and minimise damage. 

Burst Pipes 

• Prevent water passing the point of the leak by 
turning off all stop valves. 

• Open, all cold water taps so that the pipe work and 
storage system drain quickly. 

• Switch off the boiler, immersion heater and any other 
water heating. 

• If water has leaked near your electrics or any 
electrical goods, switch them off at the mains and do 
not touch them until they have been checked over by 
a fully qualified electrician. 


Frozen Pipes 

• Turn off the mains water supply at the stop valve. 

• Ensure that your boiler is switched off. If the hot 
water system is frozen and the boiler is still alight it 
could lead to further problems. 

• Carry out visual pipe checks where possible. 

• Protect your belongings - move them away from the 
pipe to prevent water damage when the pipe thaws. 

• If the frozen pipe runs from a storage cistern and 
is not controlled by a valve, check if it has split. If it 
has, open all cold water taps in the system and flush 
the WC in order to empty the cistern. 

• If the pipe has not split then open the cold water tap 
nearest to the part of the pipe you think is frozen to 
allow the water to flow once the ice has melted. 

• Speed up the thawing process by applying a hot 
water bottle or heated cloth to the frozen area of the 
pipe. Start at the end nearest the tap and work back 
towards the cold water tank. 


Remember: 

• Never use an electrical appliance or an open flame 
such as a blowtorch to thaw out the ice. 

• Don’t try to thaw it too quickly as there may be splits 
in the pipe which are difficult to see. 

• Be careful, although water may be flowing from taps, 
other parts of the system may still be frozen.

Tribute for little hero

A second glamorous ball is being 
held held to remember a “little 
big hero” who died of meningitis. 

Nine-month-old Joel Selwyn 
Ruck, of Epsom, first showed 
signs of being ill on Christmas 
Day 2009. 

His devoted parents Kimberlyn 
Dela Cruz and Lee Ruck, both 30, 
put it down to teething or a winter 
cold. 

They took him to a doctor on 
December 27, who diagnosed an 
ear infection and prescribed 
antibiotics. 

A second doctor also thought it 
was an ear infection along with 
dehydration. 

But the worried couple later 
rushed Joel to accident and emer¬ 
gency at Epsom Hospital, and he 
was transferred to King’s College 
Hospital for specialist care. 

Miss Dela Cruz said: “It broke 
our hearts to see him lying there 
with tubes everywhere and 
bleeping machines. 

“Later that day we were told it 
might be pneumococcal meningi¬ 
tis and that he was no longer 
breathing by himself.” 

Despite the best efforts of 
medical staff, his condition wors¬ 
ened to the point that on New 
Year’s Eve doctors testing Joel’s 
brain could find no response. 

His life support machine was 
switched off and his organs were 
donated, which helped save two 
lives. 


Since then, his family and 
friends have become dedicated 
fundraisers for Meningitis UK to 
try and stop other children dying 
like this. 

The group, called the Little Big 
Fundraisers, has already raised 
more than £15,000 in Joel’s 
memory. 

Now they are preparing to hold 
the second annual Little Big Hero 
Charity Ball at Croydon Park 
Hotel, Croydon, on Saturday, 
November 16. 

This year’s theme is masquer¬ 
ade and there will be a three- 
course meal, live acts, Thai 
boxing demo, dance crew, luxury 
raffle and bottle of champagne for 
the person with the best mask.

Sellers look to upsize 
rather than downsize 



More homes up for sale says latest market report

More properties are coming up for sale 
according to the latest Housing Market 
Report. 

Figures from the NAEA September 
Housing Market Report showed a leap in 
properties entering the market, up from 
an average of 52 in August to 57 in 
September - putting a halt to four con¬ 
secutive months of decline since April 
2013. 

NAEA members also reported a drop in 
the number of house hunters registering 
with agents, down from a recent high of 
322 in August to 314 in September. 

But house sales kept steady with the 
average number of sales agreed remain¬ 
ing the same in September as it was in 
August at an average of nine per branch, 
suggesting that those house hunters who 
were active in the market were serious 
about buying a home. 

First time buyers also remained strong 
with one in four (25 per cent) of all prop¬ 
erties sold by NAEA members being sold 
to first timers. 

It seems more people are up-sizing than 
downsizing with almost a third of the 
sales in September being due to house 


buyers wanting to up-size from their ex¬ 
isting property, whereas, only a quarter 
(24 percent) were looking to down-size. 
The NAEA speculates this could be due 
to the economy strengthening and com¬ 
petitive mortgage products being more 
readily available. 

Jan Hytch, president of the NAEA, 
said: “It will still be some months before 
we can assess fully the impact of the 
Help to Buy mortgage guarantee scheme. 

“Over the past few months we have no¬ 
ticed a drop in the supply of properties 
with the view that buyers were holding 
out until the Help to Buy mortgage guar¬ 
antee scheme went live in the new year. 

“However, with the scheme now avail¬ 
able earlier than anticipated, sellers 
looking to take advantage of the predict¬ 
ed increase in demand are now begin¬ 
ning to release their properties into the 
market. 

“The numbers of house hunters may 
have dropped slightly from August but 
sales have remained steady. This means 
that those looking for properties are 
committed and are still snapping up 
homes at an impressive rate. 

“Sellers are still being flexible in their 
approach to accepting offers and are 
willing to make a deal on their property,” 
added Mr Hytch.

Agents report uptake in interest 
in latest Help to Buy scheme 


The haart estage agency in 
Sutton says it has been inun¬ 
dated by house purchasers 
keen to take advantage of the 
government’s newly extended 
Help to Buy scheme. 

Five times as many people 
as usual contacted haart, 
part of the UK’s largest inde¬ 
pendent estate agency and 
twice as many actually regis¬ 
tered to buy after David 
Cameron brought forward 
the start date of the latest 
phase of the scheme. 

Purchasers now only need a 
minimum deposit of five per 
cent whether the property is 
old or new, which means 
more people than ever can 
now obtain a mortgage. 

This means the required de¬ 
posit for an average mortgage 
will reduce from £33,948 to 
£7,218 nationally, and from 
more than £60,000 in London 
to £12,800, according data 
from the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders. 


Paul Smith, haart chief ex¬ 
ecutive, said: “We’re one of 
the first agencies to respond 
to the government’s change 
in legislation by having Help 
to Buy advisers in all our 
branches. 

“As such, we’ve seen incred¬ 
ible interest from people 
wanting to get on or move up 
the ladder, making this our 
busiest October for nine 
years. This means there has 
never been a better time to 
sell, as second steppers - ie 
those already in their first 
owned homes - recognise 
there’s a lot of pent up de¬ 
mand from first time buy¬ 
ers.” 

Until now, Help to Buy was 
only available to buyers of 
new-build properties up to 
£600,000 where the Govern¬ 
ment provided an equity loan 
of up to 20 per cent interest 
free for five years. 

The new scheme now in¬ 
cludes all properties, old and 


new, with the government un¬ 
derwriting the lender’s risk 
by being a guarantor for up 
to 15 per cent of the loan. 

In both cases, the purchaser 
will need a minimum deposit 
of five per cent of the pur¬ 
chase price and funds are 
also required to cover stamp 
duty, legal fees and moving 
costs. 

Borrowers will have to meet 
the scheme’s various require¬ 
ments. Properties bought for 
investment purposes are ex¬ 
cluded. 

Mr Smith added: “We pre¬ 
dict that property transac¬ 
tions will rise by 11 per cent 
over next 12 months, which 
will moderate the current ex¬ 
cess demand in the market, 
taking the pressure off house 
prices. 

“We see house prices rising 
only moderately in the com¬ 
ing months.”
